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Supreme Court Holds for Society 


he Illinois Supreme Court on 

March 22 issued its formal opinion 

in the case of the People ex rel. 
Chicago Dental Society v. AAA Dental 
Laboratories et al. After scrutinizing the 
eight-page document Dr. Gustav W. Sol- 
fronk, President of the Society, stated, 
“This is a complete victory for the Chi- 
cago Dental Society and for the dental 
health of the people of Illinois.” The 
opinion was on a decision obtained by 
the Society and its attorneys, Eckert, 
Peterson and Lowry, in the Superior 
Court of Cook County handed down by 
Judge Frank M. Padden in 1955 uphold- 
ing the constitutionality of the Illinois 
Dental Practice Act which prohibits den- 
tal laboratory technicians from dealing 
directly with the public in the construc- 
tion, reproduction or repair of dentures, 
bridges or other substitutes for natural 
teeth. 

Dr. Solfronk said, further, “This de- 
cision climaxes a battle the dental pro- 
fession has waged in the courts since 1950 
against illegal operators who were a 
threat to the health and welfare of our 
citizens. The Supreme Court upheld all 
of the major contentions of the Chicago 
Dental Society and the decision is a com- 
plete and sweeping victory for licensed 
dentists and public health.” The various 
technical aspects of the decision, the legal 
points achieved and the procedures firmly 
established will be the subject of further 
articles but before we embark on a 
scrutiny of the details it is just and de- 


sirable to say that this culminates the 
work of officers and directors of the So- 
ciety clear back to 1948. It was in that 
year, when Robert J. Wells was President 
that the basic preliminary work was 
started and it was continued on an in- 
vestigative basis through the term in 
office of George E. Meyer. Then in 1950, 
when Arno L. Brett was at the head of 
the Society formal action was brought by 
the Society as a citizen of Illinois. The 
action was fought through the lower 
courts in a series of hearings and in the 
hearings before the Master in Chancery 
where literally hundreds of pages of evi- 
dence and testimony were presented. This 
went on through the terms of Edwin W. 
Baumann, James H. Keith, Elmer Ebert 
and S. Richard Kleiman and came to its 
successful conclusion in this third week 
of March, 1956. To all of these leaders 
and to the other officers and directors 
that served the Society in those years and 
the committee chairmen who worked to- 
gether and often stood together against 
opposition and criticism we extend our 
deep thanks and appreciation for a sig- 
nificant job well done for dentistry. 

In view of the fact that the decision 
of the Illinois Supreme Court will be 
widely recognized it will be of great value 
to other states in effecting better law 
enforcement in their areas. Thus the de- 
cision of March 22 is one of the most 
important impact. Those who worked 
so hard to bring it about are to be con- 
gratulated.

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EDITORIAL 


DENTAL EDUCATION 


The Ford Foundation gift to private colleges, hospitals, universities, and 
medical schools was the shot in the arm that all of these institutions needed. 
As we all know too well, dental colleges as such did not share in this magnificent 
gift of some $500,000,000.00, which is a tremendous sum even in these days of 
astronomical figures. There has been a great deal of criticism of dentistry’s 
failure to receive its fair share. No doubt somewhere in the over-all picture, 
dentistry failed to make its needs known but this is not the time for recrimina- 
tion or blame placing but rather a time for solidifying our forces. After a 
thorough study by all concerned in a common cooperative effort, we should 
present dental education’s needs in their true perspective. 

There are those who would place the blame on the American Dental Asso- 
ciation and its Council on Education, others would place the blame on the 
Association of Dental Schools. Maybe these agencies are to blame but so is each 
of us; however, now is the time for all of us to marshall our forces to do that 
which is best for dental education. It would appear that the Association of 
Dental Schools would be the best agency to present the needs of Dental Educa- 
tion and it should be their responsibility to gather the pertinent data. Then 
with the additional weight of the American Dental Association and the Council ; 
on Education, the final details can be worked out. Thus through the unified ; 
efforts of the entire profession we can make Dental Education’s needs known 
without any criticism that one segment of our profession is acting independent 


of any other segment. We suggest that the Association of Dental Schools initiate ‘ 
the gathering of material, for education is their business and they should know . 
its needs. Then after a thorough study the combined forces of organized den- a 
tistry should lay our needs before those in authority in the Ford Fund and we ‘ 
are sure dental education will be granted its fair share. q 


However, while these plans are being devised may the Editor be so bold as to 
propose that we who are members of this great profession of ours, a profession 
which most of us have found most rewarding and worthwhile, share a small 
part of that which is ours to further the needs of dental education to produce 
a fund to be divided in the most equitable manner possible among the privately 
supported dental colleges much in the manner that the Ford Foundation made 
its distribution. Unquestionably this would be a tremendous undertaking but 
one for a cause that is great. Just as a suggestion, think what a contribution of 
$5.00 a month for a year by the 80,000 practicing dentists would mean to dental 
education. In my poor arithmetic it would mean a sum of some 4 to 5 million 
dollars. Our profession making that kind of contribution to the Private Educa- 
tion and the Free Enterprise System will not only serve as an incentive to those 
outside of the profession to aid our cause but will give those entrusted with 
asking the Ford Foundation for help some real concrete evidence of a united 
profession’s interest in better dental education. 

There is nothing truer than this: “The Lord Helps those Who Help Them- 
selves.” 

The Editor can hear those criticisms: “What a dreamer—pipe dreams”—and 
many other epithets, but may I remind you of this—if we are to maintain our 
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rightful place in the Learned and Healing Arts professions we must support 
privately-controlled colleges and other institutions of higher learning, and see 
to it that they remain free and unhampered by political influence. 

Take the suggestions for what they are worth but let each of us bend every 
effort to further the cause of better dental education. Without help from us 
and agencies like the Ford Foundation we cannot hope to maintain faculty 


salaries and cost of operation at a level necessary to meet outside competition. — — 


In the interest of a Greater Dental Profession and a fine program of Dental 
Education, let each of us do his full share in seeing that our profession con- 
tinues to move forward to greater accomplishments and greater service to the 
health of our fellow men. In sharing and helping ourselves, we will give further 


evidence of our faith in the Free Enterprise System and the things that have 
made America great.

newly qualified dentist first hold- 

ing a hospital post and then tak- 

ing two or three assistantships 
and a locum or two before going into 
practice alone gets a fair idea of what he 
wants to do and avoids and sheds many 
faults rather than perpetuating them 
writes Mr. Capstick. 

There are three ways of getting into 
general practice. 

(1) Partnership: Often a risky propo- 
sition, far more break up than succeed. 
Dissolution can be prolonged, expensive 
and difficult. 

(2) Building alone: Ideal for a single 
man not requiring a great deal of money 
to live on and having a small capital. 
There is much personal satisfaction in 
watching a practice grow from the be- 


ginning. 

(3) Buying: Income is acquired from 
the start. 

A run-down practice is frequently a 
run-out one. The main factor in practice 
success is the location. Desirable resi- 
dential areas are sometimes economically 
unsuitable for practice and many of the 
most successful and prosperous practices 
are in undesirable residential areas. 

Advantages of living on _ practice 
premises : 

(1) Low overhead expenses. 

(2) Low cost of living, no fares, 
lunches or traveling time. 

(3) Practitioner always available. 

Disadvantages: 

(1) No privacy. 

(2) Difficulty in combining home and 
surgery. 

(3) Blunders are on doorstep. 

Advantages of a lock-up practice: 

(1) Site can be in business area. 

(2) Turnover is often higher. 

(3) Premises more adaptable to dental 
needs.

Disadvantages: 

(1) Time waste in traveling. 

(2) Higher living expenses. 

(3) Morning attendance of house- 
wives and children may be difficult to 


arrange. 

Industrial and commercial centres 
usually give better incomes than rural 
areas. In choosing locality other con- 
siderations are: 

(1) Density of population, also com- 
mercial or shopping centres that attract 
people. 

(2) Diversity of industry with regard to 
stability. 

(3) Diversity of income groups—if 
one is hard hit others remain. 

(4) Whether tone of district is going 
up or down. 

(5) Prosperity and contentment of 
practitioners already established. — 

(6) Potential retirement rate of col- 
leagues in district in near future. 

(7) Plans for industrial and housing 
developments. 

(8) Suitability of practitioner’s per- 
sonality and character to locality. 

(9) Amount of traffic passing site, a 
quiet street is not conducive to a busy 
practice. 

In choosing equipment and designing 
the surgery keep in mind the time and 
motion convenience. Visit several dental 
supply houses before making final de- 
cisions. 

It is false economy to waste time on 
secretarial, accounting, receptionist or 
technician jobs. Most practitioners find 
it practical to have appointments made 
and patients readied outside the surgery 
because of time saved. For the same 
reason two surgeries are often recom- 
mended, although with regard to the 
latter constant operating is extremely 
fatiguing. 

Limiting the range of treatment can 
mean the loss of many patients. Success-

ful prosthetic and orthodontic treatment, 
though it may not be very profitable in 
itself, is well worthwhile from the stand- 
point of recommendations derived from 
satisfied patients. 

Getting on with patients is one of those 
paradoxical things that no one is quite 
able to explain. There are practitioners 
that seem to break every expounded rule 
of dental practice and yet manage to pros- 
per with a large following of devoted pa- 
tients. Generally, however, patients re- 
spond to kindness and politeness. They 
like to feel that something is accomplished 
at every visit and usually treatment can 
be arranged, for instance a filling each 
time, so that they feel definite progress 
is being made. 

The author concludes with questions. 
He wonders whether it is possible that 
aptitude and personality tests might rate 
the chances of a potential practitioner, 
whether time-and-motion studies could 
be made that would help him in his prac- 
tice as well as his original lay-out, 
whether economists could develop tech- 
niques for assessing localities for dental 
practice and also whether investigations 
would reveal why patients go to par- 
ticular dentists.
